Centralized School Office 


IN ITS ISSUE of last week, the Brooks Bulletin took 
occasion to make editorial comment on the location 
of the headquarters of the E.1.D. School Division in 
this fashion: 

“The Board of the Eastern Irrigation 
District school division might well learn 
from the experience of the irrigation dis- 
trict and set out to keep the ratepayers in- 
formed as to what is going on. 

“The small districts were close to 
the people, Everyone knew or could find 

‘out what was transpiting. But the big dis- 
trict moved its office right out of the terri- 
tory. They might almost as well have 
moved it to Edmonton. 

“Elected bodies gain or lose success 
only insofar.as they maintain close contact 
with the people whom they seek to serve. 
That statement has been proven so often 
it hardly deserves repetition. 

“The E, I. D. School Division has not 
kept the people informed. 

The article illustrates all too well the fail- 
ing of those things which have their origin in and 
come out of Brooks, to wit—the typical selfish and 
ambitious desire to .be the metropolis of the west, 
regardless of the welfare of anyone except the resi- 
dents of Brooks.’ 

May we respectively submit to the Editor 
of thé Brooks Bulletin, sitting on his high editorial 
stool, that prior to setting pen to the paper, he 
should have informed himself of the facts of the 
matter. ya: wus 

The E. I. D. School Division has its hea 
office in Bassano for one very good and substantial 
reason, namely, because the affairs ‘of the E. I. D. 
School Division and of the Bow Valley, School Di- 
vision by virtue-of-their nature and location can be 
handled much more effeciently and economically 
from this centre, with a common headquarters and 
staff. In the E. 1, D. School Division there are 
located 23 rural schools, and in the Bow Valley, 50 
The boundaries of the Bo wValley School Division 
take in an area roughly running forty miles west, 
twenty miles south and forty miles north of Bassano, 
the E. 1. D. School Division takes in an area roughly 
corresponding —_ with the boundaries of the East- 
ern Irrigation District. 

Most of the new School Divisions embrace a 
territory in which thére are seventy-five schools. 
The combined strength of the Bow Valley and 
E. I. D. School Division is seventy-three schools. 
It is therefore readily seen that it is in the interests 
of both School Divisions to have renal eieeeantacts 
and staff in a position where they Can both be 
managed by the same office. 

This the authorities have seen fit to do and 
to our mind, quite properly. 

Further, in regard to the people not being 
informed, our opihion is that the trustees of the 
E, I. D. School Division, who, incidentally, are 
hard-working farmers, are more interested in the 
proper and efficient functioning of the Division, 
rather than in gaining the publicity, which is so 
often sought by self-seeking politicians and it is, 
we think, quite likely that neither they nor the 
people will know a great deal about the general 
prospects of success of the new set-up, until the 
first year of its operation. i is completed. 

As a parting gesture, may we say that Bas- 
sano traditionally has been and is in fact as much 
an integral part of the E. I, D. as is Brooks.
